iu|{ ttio current year, to HUbiiilt to tho Mayor of tlio 
City of Victoria a list in duplicatu of all tho laiuhi 
liablo »>ider llio proYlslous of tbiii Bylaw to lie told 
for ta-ioa \Titlj the ntnount of arrears BgaiuHt uucb lot 
:ii<: oi'puBlta to the same; and tbs Mayoraliall authi n-

The Eussian Fleet in the Pacific, 

The Pall Mali Oazette says: In addition 
to three heavily armed Ntoam cnrvcttep, 
each manned by 200 or 250 men, there are 
three small but useful steam sloops, all 
lying together some thirty miles north of 
Ban Frauoiaoo. These Rassian vessels 
have boon in their present position for 
upwarda of two months, and ueeording to 
tho oflicers, were awaiting tho arrival of 
four more corvettes. It is added that tho 
■whole squadron is meant for an attack on 
Vancouver Island, as well as to prey on 
British shipping, in the erent of an out- 
break of war between England aud Raa- 
■ia. Whether this is the case or not, it 
can scarcely bo contended iu this inKtanco 
that tlio ships of war have been .srnt to 
San rranciscn from tho Amoor to proi;'et 
Ilussian intorofits or to avoid tho over- 
whelming strength of tho Turkish lleet in 
the Mediterranean and Black Sea. Our 
own'fdrco on this Pacific stntiotf is notor- 
iously weak until tho arrival of tho Shah; 
and if Itiissia has all along counted upon 
England'u hostility sooner or lator to hor 
settled plan of attack in Europe and Asia, 
it is at least a convenient coincidence for 
her that probably in no other part of tho 
world ooald so mnoh damage be done to 
British commerce in a short time by a few 
smart veaaols as in the Pacific Ocean. But 
thou tlieio have been a ,','<jui1 many coii- 
vouiont coiucideucos with rt'.spuct Lo Ilus- 
sian policy of lato.

ing (laughter;) tho now men thou camo to 
the conclusion that they would go if they 
could got any nssistauco to leave; on thu 
following Sunday tho old miners camo 
down to tho houses occupied by the now 
men and stated that they wore prepared 
to assist them away; that thoy had a canoe 
to pack tho blaukots to Nanaimo and liad 
arranged for them to stay at Nanaimo if 
Ihoy wished to, at their oxponso, until 
thoy got work; the now men were tlion all 
ill miu'cliiiig oriler riady to leave tho 
camp; tho greater portion of tho baggago 
was placed in a i^iiioo; witness took his 
own there, but tho old minors oflorod to 
pack down thu trunk belonging to Oa- j 
bornci because of ita weight; the feeling 
amongst tho men appeared to bo good and 
thuro were no altorciuious; did not see Os- 
borne struck and the understanding seem- 
ed to be mutual; it waa an understoud 
thing that those who couhlu't pack their 
baggage would have it packed for them; 
there was no compulsion used to maku 
tho new men leave and there was no bad 
language naed because there was no oc- 
casion for it; when tlioy got to Xanaimo 
tho chief thing dons was drinking; tho 
baggage was i)ackod to an hotel ; there waa 
nothiu? to iirovout a man fiom getting his 
baggajjO if ho wished; subaoiiueutly the 
now men were invited to attend a meeting 
whore they were told that they could 
either go that evening, stay for the steam- 
er, or stop at Nanaimo; witness decided 
to leave that •nightL'and tUo old miners 
tnld tho now Oues tliat thoy would g'vo

tho first ho knew of tho trial waa from 
reading an account of it in Tim CoLONisr 
on Wcdnusday, and ho thought ho would 
come in to town to give the prisoners a 
lift if he could; ho had not been into court 
before aud expected no favor or reward 
for his evidence. 

Tho witnoas was cross-examined by Mr. 
Robertson ut great length, but his evi- 
douce as to the new men leaving themino 
of thoir own free will was not shaken.'
